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The material here offered to the public first began to be 
"collefted some years ago, when the writer found the great incon- 
venience of having to refer, for every topographical faft, to volu- 
minous Japanese compilations. It would, however, have beeii 
impossible for him to attempt the preparation of material for 
publication, had he not received every encouragement from the 
U.S. Minister, the Hon. Richard B. Hubbard, as well as from the 
authorities in charge of those Bureaux whose official returns 
had to be consulted. By these means a large amount of 
information has been obtained and is here carefully collated 
and condensed, so as to give trustworthy data in as succinft 
and handy a form as possible. 

A few remarks, for the benefit of those unfamiliar with 
Japanese governmental methods and nomenclature, may 
conveniently be given here. From the time of the Restoration 
(1868), the government has been an Absolute Monarchy; 
conduced by a Cabinet appointed by H.M. the Emperor. 
Certain modifications however were gradually introduced to 
prepare the way for the new constitution, promulgated on Febru- 
ary the I ith of this year to take effe6l January ist 1890. The 
Government then will consist of Emperor, Cabinet, and Diet, 
the last of which comprises two Houses, — Peers and Represent- 
atives. The first session will be held in 1890. 

The main divisions of the Empire are forty-six, — vis :

three imperial cities {fu)y forty-two prefeftures {keti), and one 
territory {cho). The latter comprises Ezo {Yesso) and neigh- 
boring islands, and is administered by a separate governni 
{Hokkaidb'clio) direftly under the Cabinet. The entire it^sco 
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ing portion of the Empire is divided into /// and ken, admin- 
istered respeftively by chij'i and kcn-rci, prefects who are 
advised by local eleftoral bodies {fu-kioai and ken-kivai). The 
whole of the Empire is subdivided into ku and gtifi^ or kari^ of 
which there are more than eight-hundred, administered by sub- 
prefefts (ku and gTin-c/io). These officials are appointed by Gov- 
ernment, upon examination, and are also advised by popular re- 
presentatives assembled for the purpose. In addition to the com- 
plete territorial divisions and subdivisions above enumerated 
there are also municipal and village organizations, but these are 
rather governmental than territorial, regarding population 
rather than area. Hitherto these have been ku, vtachi or cA5,t 
and mura (Sinico-Japanese son) or municipality, town and 
village. To these divisions has been added recently^ that 
of cities {shi). The machi and mura are administered by

Until the era ofMeiji (1868) another method of division 
prevailed, viz, into provinces {kunt)y of which there were 
cighty-six, arranged in nine groups, the Central Provinces 
{Gokinat) and the Eight Circuits. These latter were Hokuroku- 
do or Hokuriku-ddy Sanin-do, aind Hokkai-dby on the North; 
Tbkai'dd and Tosan-dby on the East ; San-ybdb and Nankai-dby 
toward the South ; and Saikai-dby on the west. These ku7iiy 
like^the present prefe6lures {kefi)y were subdivided into counties 
[kbri or guii) ; and, though their names have no longer any 
political significance, they are still frequently employed in 
both public and private documents. 

The kana found in the following official books, ChimeiSaku- 
in %^sg?l, Gun-kU'cko-son Ichi-ran gKlSBT^— B» <^hi-hb Gyb- 
sei Ku'kwakii Ben-ran :^ji6r^85cEftfllM» Nippon Chi-shi Tei-yb 
B 4^%^«lil?y has been romanized according to the rules of 
the Romanization Society (Rbmaji-Kwai) as exemplified in the 
4th edition of Dr. Hepburn's Dictionary; but where long usage 
differs from these rules the old spelling of names has been 
added in brackets. Remarks upon Japanese pronounciation 
will be found at the end of the volume, where a table of kana 
and their equivalents, taken by permission from Hepburn's 
Dictionary, has been inserted for the guidance of those 
unfamiliar with the language. 

The list of Roads has been compiled from the annual 
returns of the Department of Communication. In certain 
instances, however, the names of roads are hard to identify, 
and these have therefore been designated by the names of the 
principal towns which they conne6t. Roads are classified, 
according as they are maintained by these various authorities, 
as imperial, pj^efeCtural, and village. > 
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The list of Cities, Towns and chief villages shows what 
places contain post-office, postal-order, savings-bank, telegraph- 
office, and railway accommodation. Given in this list are also 
the populations of larger towns, the names of the Capitals of 
icn, the name of the fu, ken or kuni in which each place lies, 
the names of roads on which each is situated and the Chinese 
charafters for each name. The information has been obtained 
from the latest census returns available, the documents of the 
Railway and Topographical Bureaux, the official Postal Guide, 
and special data kindly furnished by the above-named Bureaux. 
The census of December 31st 1886 has been the authority here 
followed for populations of all places; but an additional table 
of populations in places over 10,000 inhabitants, taken from the 
census Report of December 31st 1887, has been inserted. 
This Report, however, gives no information about the smaller 
places. 

The last mentioned Census and the sixth annual Statis- 
tical Report are the authorities for data given in the list 
of/«, ken and cho. In this list the names of the kuni comprised 
in each prefe6lure {J^eri)^ ^e area in r/, the population, and the 
chief town of each prefe6lure are to be found. 

The list of counties {gun or kbri) has been made up from 
the last-named Census Report, and data furnished by the 
Topographical Bureau, and by correspondence with certain 
local officials. 

The list of Railways includes all roads whether finished, 
commenced, or for which permission of survey had been grant- 
ed, up to January 1st 1889. When the list of Towns etc., was 
set up in type the routes of certain proje6led Railways were not 
known, so that some lines given in this list will not be found 
in the list of towns. The names of towns or other places on 
the routes, and their distances apart, are here supplied. 
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A further table has been added, giving the names of private 
lines, their capital, date of charter, length etc. 

A table of equivalents for Japanese ri in English miles has 
also been inserted. An outline map, condensed from the one 
published in the Yubinsen-ro^ or Postal Routes, in May 1888, 
is given for the sake of convenient reference. To this have 
been added the routes of Railways which have, since that date, 
been opened, partially constru6led, or temporarily chartered. 
The boundaries given are the old provincial iimits, not those of 
t\i(t fti di.nd ken. The compiler ventures to hope that the in- 
formation here, for the first time, summarised will be of service 
to many besides himself.

The final «, when at the end of a word, has always the sound of ng; as, 
iuon=mongi san=sangy min=ming, but in the body of a word, when followed by a 
syllable beginning with b, m or /, it is pronounced like, w, as, ban'mift==baniming, 
mon-ban=mombang; shin-pat=shinipau Before the other consonants it has the 
sound of n; as, an-nai, bandat, hanjo. 

The sounds of the other consonants, viz., 3, d, Juj, k, ///, «, /, j, /, w, jj', and z 
do not differ from their common English sounds. 



THE SYLLABLES IN COMBINATION. 



The syllables commencing with the soft aspirates h and^ and >', when preced- 
ed by another syllable, for the most part lose their consonants, and their vowels 
combine with the vowel of the preceding syllable, sometimes forming a diphthong; 
as, a-hi becomes at, a-fu becomes au or o; sometimes lengthening or reduplicating 
the sound of the first vowel ; as, nu-fu becomes ««, io-ho becomes to, i-hi becomes 
iV, yo-fu becomes yd, ho-ho becomes o. 

Sometimes the consonant of the first syllable and the vowel of the second form 
a single syllable, the vowel of the first and the consonant of the second being elid- 
ed. This is especially the case in writing the sounds of Chinese words; as chi-ya 
becomes cha; shiya^ sha; chiyOy cho; shiyo, sko; jiyo,jo; kuwoy ko; chi-ya-u becomes 
cho; shiyau, sho; shi-yo-u, sho. Somefimes an entirely new sound is produced; as, 
ie-u becomes cho; he-Uy hyo; de-fuyjo; se-ftiy sho. 

As in this Dictionary the words are arranged according to their sounds, and 
not according to the Japanese spelling with the Kmuiy the following table will be 
found useful to those who may wish to consult it, and who may have the Kana only, 
without the voice of the living teacher^ to direct them to proper sound. .

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The system of orthography adopted in the previous edition of this work has 
been modified in a few particulars so as to conform to that reconmiended by the 
Romajikwai. Thus the v is omitted before e^ and words which in the former ed- 
ition began with y, in this begin with tf, excepting the words yen (dollar), and ye, 
(to, towards). The y is also omitted in the body of purely Japanese words; and 
such words as were formerly written hayeniy miyeru, iye, yuye, are now written 
haerti, niieruy ie, ytte. But in words derived from the Chinese, where the second 
syllable commences with ac or jc, the y is still retained, as l)eing preferable to 
the hyphen; thus ri-eftf san-etstf, sho-en, are written rh'en, sanyelsu, shoyen. 

Dzu is now written zu; and Chinese words formerly written hiya, hiyo, kin 
ktnvay kuwai, are now written kya, kyo, kyu, kiva, kwai. 

The syllable tsu ()y), when preceding the strong consonants k, j,/, and /, is 
elided, and the consonant of the syllable following it doubled as, batsu-kun becomes 
bakkun; matsu-sugu becomes niassu^i; tetsu pd, teppd: matsu-taku, mattaku, 

Ku ( ^ ), when followed by a syllable beginning with k, loses its vowel; as ba- 
kuka becomes bakka; bikttko, bikko; koku-ka, kokka. 

The vowels i and u are often feebly sounded; as, hito i&^xcsw2»>axks:*.^>^^» ' 
<•//!, shchi; shita, sKta ; shite^ shUe ; futatsu^ f tatzii; /lUo, f to;, ^\k.- 
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DIALECTS. 

The language of Kyoto, the ancient capital of the country, aud until the restor- 
ation the residence of the Imperial Court and of literary men, has been considered 
the standard and of highest authority; but since the restoration and the removal 
of the capital to Tokyo, the dialect of the latter has the precedence. Dialectical 
differences are numerous, and provincialisms and vulgarisms alx>und. The dialect 
of Satsuma is said to be so different as not to be intelligible in other parts of the 
country. This subject, however, has not yet been fully investigated. A few of 
these differences may here be mentioned. 

In Tokyo kwa is pronounced ka ; kwan^ kan ; gwai, gai; as, gtin-kivan is pro- 
nounced gunkan / kenkwa, kenka ; kwajiy kaji; gwaikohi^ gaikokti, Yui is frequently 
changed to i, as, yukti into iku^ yitki into ikiy yugamu into igamuy juku into jikuy 
isshu into isshiy shuku into shiku. 

Hi is pronounced shi: as, kibachi'is pronounced shibaehi; hi-no-kiy sht-no-kiy etc. 

Na is changed into fie : as, nai into ««', skiranai into shiraneiy so de nai into 
so de nei. 

The hard ^ sound is softened into ng : as, kago is pronounced ka-ngo; meganey 
me-ngane ; sugiru^ su-ngiru ; ne ga takaiy ne nga takaiy etc. 

In the province of Echigo the hi\^ pronounced///, and? is changed into e: as, for 
hibachiy they %z,yfubabhi; for hikiiyfukut for hikariyfakari; for itazuray eiazura. 

In Izumo the syllables ha, hiyfu, hey hoy are pronounced fuway fuiy fuy fuo : 
thus, ham-bun is pronouncedyi/rtw^w«. 

In Kazusa, kay kiy kuy key koy are changed into way i, «, ^, o. 

Besides the above mentioned, many other differences exist ; but one conversant 
with the Tokyo dialect will have no difficulty in being understood in any part of 
the country, amongst the educated classes. 

ACCENT. 

The accent in Japanese words is made by a slight elevation of the tone upon 
the accented syllable ; as a general rule, in words of two syllables it falls on the 
first ; in words of three syllables on the penult ; and in words of four syllables on 
the anti-penult. But the accent always falls upon the syllable that has a double or 
prolonged vowel sound ; as ikoy yosaso, ii-kakeruy ii-tsukeruy yumeshi. In words of 
two and like syllables, the accent varies ; thus ha' nay a flower, has the accent on 
the first syllable ; and in hana'y the nose, it falls upon the last. In hashify a bridge, 
the accent is on the final syllable ; and in ha' shi, chop-sticks, it falls upon the first. 
No eflort has been made to mark these accents. 
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
